26. (Previously Presented) A process of hydroentangling a fibrous web comprising positioning 
the web on a porous support in translatory movement or rotating about an axis, treating one side 
of the web by means of a plurality of streams of water arranged in a row perpendicular to a 
direction of movement of the web, the streams having a cylindrical form, wherein the row 
comprises streams of a first constant cross-section and streams of a second constant cross-section 
different from the first cross-section.

35. (Currently Amended) A proc e ss as d e fin e d in claim 3 1, A process of hydroentangling a 
fibrous web comprising positioning the web on a porous support in translator/ movement or 
rotating about an axis, treating the web by means of a plurality of streams of water arranged in at 
least two rows perpendicular to a direction of movement of the web, the streams having a 
cylindrical form, wherein the at least two rows comprise streams of a first constant cross-section 
and streams of a second constant cross-section different from the first cross-section, and at least 
one row of said at least two rows comprises streams of non-constant spacing, wherein said 
treating is with streams arranged in from two to four rows, wherein a first row comprises streams 
made up of groups spaced at intervals from each other, and a second row comprises streams not 
in alignment in the direction of movement of the web with the streams of the first row, and 
wherein the first row comprises streams with the first cross-section and streams with the second 
cross-section, and a second row comprises streams with the second cross-section or streams with 
the second cross-section and streams with a third cross-section. 

36. (Previously Presented) A process as defined in claim 26, wherein both sides of the web are 
treated. 
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37. (Previously Presented) A process as defined in claim 26, wherein the web comprises 
cellulose fibers.
